RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 20 th June 1952 

No. SV-108(l)/52-2. — Government of India had announced in April last that as 
the production of sugar this year was expected to be in excess of the country’s 
requirements, export upto 50,000 tons of sugar would be allowed. In view of the 
actual production, which has already crossed the limit of 14-0 lakh tons., it is felt 
that the quantity available for export may be much larger. The Government 
of India have accordingly decided to appoint a Sugar Export Advisory Committee 
constituted as under to suggest ways and means of stimulating export of sugar 
from India: —
